One of the many problems 
which I have encountered in 
trying to run a financial aid office 
at Northern Essex is that 
students do not seem to be aware 
of deadlines for applications. 

I 
never stop accepting applications 
and am still accepting them for 
this semester in the National 
Defense Student Loan and 
college work study programs, it 
would make my life a whole lot 
easier if the students who are 
already enrolled would adhere to 
the deadlines which are March 1 
for renewal students and June 1 
for new applicants. I should have 
either a Parents’ Confidential 
Statement or a Student Financial 
Statement in my office on that 
date. These are now available in 
my office which is in the 
Counseling Center. If these

deadlines were adhered to, two 
things would be possible. First, 
students would be informed 
much earlier what their financial 
aid award would be for the 
coming year. Secondly, if all the 
applications came in. on time, 
there would be a much greater 
chance that the awards would 
indeed go to the students who 
need them the most. 

I would also like to take this 
opportunity to say that the 
applications for the scholarship 
sponsored by the’ Higher 
Education are in my office. 
Students should pick them up as 
soon as possible since they must 
be returned to me by March 24th 
so that I can meet the state 
deadline of April 1. It is a very 
simple application to fill out and 
is certainly worth applying for.

A great deal of concern has 
been shown because of the 
problem of the roads and the 
parking lots. I wish to assure you 
that I have shared this concern to 
the fullest. 

I can now give you some 
definite information. Because of 
a letter I sent last week to all 
interested authorities I have 
received the following 
information. 

1. The construction contract 
for the Student Union Building 
will be signed this Wednesday, 
March 8, 1972. This means that 
construction will begin by the end 
of March, 

2. A decision was reached by 
the Bureau of Building 
Construction to speed up the 
contract for the parking lots and 
the roads. These will go out to bid 
by the middle of March and 
construction on both the roads 
and the parking Jots will begin by 
the end of April. 

It is impossible to move quickly 
in this area because the asphalt 
production plants do _ not 
reactivate for business until that 
time.

A collegiate student 
government association, it is 
commonly held, should serve as a 
medium to fulfill the needs of the 
college’s student body. In recent 
months, it has become more and 


more an _ institution where 
students can partake’ in 
university administrative 


functions in fulfilling the needs of 


its students on a policy level (i.e., 
class formats, course additions, 
teacher ratings, etc.). At 
Northern Essex Community 
College, the Student Council of 


the Student Government 
Association has spent the 
majority of its efforts in 
improving its student 


relationships and activities. This 
year, however, its council 
representatives have begun to 
suggest and improve 
administrative policies in its 
attempt to identify the needs of 
the students. An examination of 
the Council’s role in student 
affairs, fiscal and monetary 
policies, and in the establishment 
of future planning indicates the 
trend to fulfill the needs of the 
students through administrative 
levels rather than solely through 
student relationships. 

Student activities at Northern 
Essex Community College are 
based entirely upon student 
control of all student functions. 
Clubs, ‘‘mixer’’ committees, and 
other student groups retain their 
autonomity under the 
jurisdiction of the Student 
Council. Their plans and finances 
are of their own initiative. Their 
role in student affairs are of their 
own need and order. Their 
beginnings and terminations are 


determined in every instance by 


student interest. 

The Student Council, as stated 
above, does, however, have 
jursidiction over 
‘organizations. This is most often 


nothing more than maintaining — 


proper management of their 
fiscal affairs, and approving 


their programs as to time and 


place. As in any beauracracy, 
this is necessary for efficiency 
and management reasons only. 
Accordingly, some fifteen clubs 


and organizations function within — 


the Student Government

Secret 
Invasion

DATE LINE: March 18, 1972 — 
Today a minor war broke out on 
the campus of Northern Essex 
Community College.

Folders 


STATEMENT OF THE USE OF 
STUDENT FOLDERS 


Contents of Student Folders 
The student records placed in 
the Records Room adjacent to 
the Office of the Registrar 
include the following: admissions 
documents, academic 
transcripts, other records of 


-academic action (e.g. letters of 


recommendation, notices of 
suspension), copies of letters of 
certification to outside agencies, 
special awards and _ activities 
grade reports related to 
academic performance, etc. No 
record of disciplinary action 
or derogatory comments on 
social behavior becomes a part of 
these folders, though copies of 
letters of commendation may be 
placed in the folders. 

The Registrar in concert with 
the Director of Continuing 
Education is responsible for the 
safe-keeping and maintenance of 
all student folders for students 
who register for courses at 
N.E.C.C. The folders are kept in 
locked and fire-proof cabinets, 
filed as either ‘‘active’’ (in 
attendance) or “‘inactive’’ (once 
attended but no longer in 
attendance). Presently, there is a 
separate file of folders for all 
Continuing Education students. 


Access to Student Folders 

Access shall be defined as the 
right to view the contents of a 
folder. 


The Policy 

I. The student has a right to 
protection of his privacy such 
that no one without showing a 
need to know, shall have access 
to his personnel folder. Further, 
only matters of a public nature 
shall be disclosed upon request 
by authorized outside agencies 
(including governmental 
agencies), e.g. name, birth date, 
address, enrollment. 


a. Requests for address and-or 
telephone information via 
telephone shall be treated as with 
any other request for directory 
information, i.e. released only in 
cases of emergency by the 
Registrar. 

II. The people within the 
institution who shall be permitted 
to review the contents of a 
student’s folder upon 
demonstrating a valid need to 
know, shall be the faculty, 
members of the administration 
and staff, and-or their designated 
agents. They shall be accorded 
this privilege only with the 
understanding when the 
information secured in this 
manner is to be held in the 
strictist confidence. 

The Procedure for use of folders 

1. Person wishing to view the 
contents of a student’s folder 
shall present himself at the 
Registrar’s Office. 

2. The request shall be made to 
a member of the Registrar’s staff 
or that of the Director of 
Continuing Education or both, as 
appropriate. 

3. The folders will be brought 
for inspection by the authorized 
agent. Inspection shall take place 
in the area of the Registrar’s 
Office. 

4. The folder with contents 
intact shall be returned to the 
staff member, for filing. 

a. If a photo of the transcript 
is needed, the copy shall be made 
by the staff member performing 
the service. 

5. Any deviation from this 

procedure should be requested in 
advance, in consultation with the 
Registrar or with the Director of 
Continuing Education.

LEAVE THE AREA OF THE

In purely fiscal matters, the 
Student Council has taken an 
active role, and has - enlarged 
upon the duties and rights of the 
Council in these matters. 
Acknowledging the fact that the 
President of the College has final 
authority in such areas, the 
Council now has complete 
authority to distribute monies to 
the clubs and organizations. The 
Council has, this year, laid down 
definite procedures for the 
procurement of these monies by 
the clubs with a minimum of red 
tape and with a maximum of 
fairness. Clubs, demonstrating 
student interest, are issued 
standing budgets on a first come, 
first served basis. The Council, in 
turn, has kept in mind the 
possibilities of other club budget 
demands so as to nof overfund 
one particular organization at the 
expense of another. As a result, 
there has not been a single 
complaint of unfairness. True, 
there is an ever present demand 
for more money by all 
organizations including the 
Council itself, but a study of club 
membership and allocated 
monies indicates that equal 
distribution has occurred. 

Also in the area of fiscal 
responsibility, the Council has 
established an account to be used 
for cultural activities and has 
spent a moderate sum of money 
to see that the students’ 
classroom activity would be 
supplemented by outside 
learning experience. As a result, 
forty students visited the New 
York Stock Exchange and 
Federal Reserve Bank, seven 
students attended the National 
Model United Nations 
Conference, Six students 
attended the Fairleigh-Dickinson 
Annual Collegiate Conference of 
Contemporary Problems, and 
one hundred students attended 
the first of what the Council had 
hoped would be a continuing 
lecture series. 

This year’s Council has set two 
precedents in the management of 
its monies. First, when student

dissatisfaction arose over the 
concealment of an insurance 
premium within the mandatory 


student activities fee, the Council - 


approached the administration 
with a formal resolution calling 
for the removal of such a fee 
from its accounts and that the 
College establish a separate fee 
for the insurance premium. 
Despite the administration’s 
redundant adherence to merely 
defending its motives in this 
policy, the Council recently 
received notice that beginning 
the school year 1968-69, the 
insurance premium will be 
removed from the student 
activities fee. Secondly, the 
Council, in another formal 
resolution, voiced its disapproval 
of administrative control over 
the entire budget for the Student 
Orientation Program. The 
Council held that for the present 
policy’sallowance to enable the 
administration to raise the 
expenditure by 300 percent in one 
year without Council approval, 
was establishing a dangerous 
precedent. Noting that the 
entire program was immensely 
improved over those of the 
previous years, for its budget to 
come solely from Student 
Government Association monies 
when the program was endorsed 
for the College’s purpose (i.e., 
orientating the incoming 
Freshmen to the College), the 
Council argued, was unfortunate. 
For the Student Council to return 
to session without knowing of the 
entire expenditure after it had 
occurred, demonstrated poor 
communication at least. But for 
the expense and release of the 
money for the program from 
Student Government Association 
monies without the approval of 
its student representatives, was 
certainly unbusiness-like. This 
year, the Council gave its formal 
approval of next year’s 
Orientation Program 
expenditure. 

These two ‘‘firsts’’ partially 
serve as the introduction to the 
Covncil’s attempts to further the 
future well-being of the student 
body’s interests. In other areas.

the Council has and is beginning 
to step out of its role as ‘‘money 
overseer’’, and into its more 
significant role as overseer of 
student rights, and of the initiator 
of far reaching student body and 
College policy-making. 

For instance, the question of 
student rights in accordance with 
religious interests was violently 
discussed this year. With classes 
scheduled on Good Friday, many 
students found themselves in 
conflict with class or religious 
service attendance. In some 
instances, the Council 
discovered, instructors were 
adamant in their policies of 
single and double ‘‘cuts”’ for non- 
attendance of classes on this day. 
The Council expressed its active 
concern in very definite language 
to the Dean of Students and to the 
Dean of Student Activities, and 
demanded that no instructor be 
allowed to penalize any student in 
any way, for_to do so may 
unlawfully prevent him from 
furthering his religious 
practices. Accordingly, no double 
“cuts’’ and very few single 
“cuts’? were issued on Good 
Friday. And, if any student was 
penalized for lack of class 
attendance on that day, a 
conference with the Dean of 
Students would have promptly 
removed the ‘“‘cut”’. 

Currently, another incident is 
setting the grounds for a similar 
confrontation between 
administration and Council. 
Following the racial strife in the 
nation in recent weeks, a student 
organization has formed with the 
purpose of establishing a yearly 
scholarship fund for a Negroid 
student of need and capability. 
The Council voiced its approval 
of the project but was 
immediately beset with 
opposition from several 
administrators. When 
questioned, they replied that the 
organization had no faculty 
advisor, no constitution, no 
written purpose, no budget, and 
was not recognized by the school. 
Immediately, a council 
representative questioned the 
grounds for this disapproval 


because the organization had just 
received Council approval, did 
not request a budget, and its 
purpose had just been entered 
into the minutes of the meeting. A 
vote of approval or disapproval 
by the Council, he argued, would 
seem to give the organization 
everything it lacked. The 
administration did not reply, and 
it appeared that a formal vote 
would be in order at the next 


session. 
Throughout the year, the. 


Council has many times found 
itself deadlocked with the 
administration over the question 
of the transfer of any debit 
balance of the Student 
Government Association’s 
treasury to the next school year. 
The administration has _ stood 
firmly behind the rule of the State 
auditors which makes it only 
appropriate to remove all monies 
from this treasury each year. In 
the past, this has been the reason 
why the Student Government 
Association has ‘“‘donated’’ its 
debit balances to the library. In 
this year, several council 
representatives have -grown 
dissatisfied with this procedure. 
Their motives include a concern 
as to how the new Student Union 
will be financed yearly once it 
has been built, why this rule was 
established in the first place, and 
a general question of who really 
determines the use of the 
Association’s monies. The 
administration contends that the 
financing of the Student Union 
should not concern us in our. 
discussions of balance 
transferral because the College 
will ‘‘cross its bridges when it 
comes to them’’, and that the rule 
exists for our own benefit 
anyway. The Council contends, 
however, that for $1,000 annually 
(projected 1967-1968 debited 
balance is $1200) to be placed in 
the library where State funds are 
available and to, at the same 
time, ignore the question of 
future financial burdens of the 
Student Government Association 
where no additional funds are in 
existence, is a case of poor fiscal 
planning. (What, for instance, 
would the Student Government—

Association do if, when the 
contracts for the Student Union 
are completed, it is presented 
with a yearly utilities and 
maintenance bill of, let’s say, 
$2000? The present year’s budget 
would have been inoperable.) 
Proper fiscal planning, the 
Council suggests, would include 
the transferance of the yearly 
debit balance to a Student Union 
Fund. At the same time, any 
donations to the library would be 
made by Council vote. The 
administration cannot and has 
not produced an answer to. this 
proposal. No one seems to know if 


_it can or cannot be done. But 


more discouraging than this is 
that the administration has never 
clearly stated that it should not 
be done. 

And in many other discussions, 
the administration has 
repeatedly discouraged the 
Council action with this lack of 
definite answers. Repeatedly, the 


question is, “‘What will the a) 


President say about this?” 
Ironically, this question is 
uttered by the Dean of Students 
and the Dean of Student 
Activities—two key 
administrative personnel. This 
lack of authority and certainty 
present a case of revelancy that 
must be answered. The Student 


Council has been frustrated in its. 


efforts to do what its Constitution 
says it must do: further the 
interests of the student body. 
This state of frustration the 
Council feels, will not be 
tolerated for long. Other 
discussions this year will include 
the definite formation of the 
Student Union Fund, a yearly 
scholarship fund, the reducing of 
advisors to the school newspaper 
from seven to-—one, and the 
establishment of a student board 
to evaluate and review course 


and instructor performances. 


Without worthwhile discussion 
between administration and 
Council, without proper authority 
vested in the deans of student 
affairs, the Council’s future role 
in identifying and furthering the 
interests of the student body will 
be seriously limited. ;

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


In 1971, President Nixon moved 
vigorously on both the foreign 
and domestic fronts to strengthen 
the foundations for a generation 
of peace in the world and for a 
new prosperity, without war and 
without inflation, here in the 
United States. 

It was a year of bold initiatives, 
including the new economic 
policies launched on August 15, 
with the wage-price freeze, job- 
creating tax stimuli, and 
measures to bring about a 
reformation of the international 
monetary system and a fairer 
trading break for American 
goods, and thus for American 
workers in the world’s markets. 

In 1971, the President offered a 
comprehensive set of new 
proposals, sweeping in nature 
and long-range in their impact, 
for a re-ordering of the 
relationships between the 
Federal Government on the one 
hand, and States and localities 
and individual citizens on the 
other...proposals designed to 
make government more 
responsive as well as more 
efficient, and to enable the 
Nation better to concert its 
resources for the challenges of 
the 1970’s and 1980’s. 

This was a year in which those 
at both ends of the generational 
spectrum, the young and old, 
were given a new priority of 
attention in governmental 
programs. A major new effort to 
combat cancer was launched, 
and a broad new program to 
provide better for medical 
manpower needs was enacted; in 
addition, the President proposed 
a new system of financing 
medical care that would ease the 
burden on individuals preserving 
the strength of America’s health 
care system. Advances in 
housing, in public transportation, 
in crime control, in education, all 
contributed toward making our 
communities more livable. 

Initiatives that had been taken 
in the first two Nixon years 
gathered force or took shape in 
the third; the new Postal Service 
came into being; environmental 
programs were accelerated; 
efforts to combat drug use were 
stepped up; and the Special 
Action Office for Drug Abuse 
Prevention created at the White 
House; all-time records were set 
for the appointment of women to 
key federal posts... and also of 
blacks, Spanish-speaking, and 
members of other minorities; the 
Action agency was established, 
consolidating and making more 
effective the Federal volunteer 
programs; the Office of 
Consumer Affairs was created at 
the White House, strengthening 
consumer protection activities; 
Social Security benefits were 
again increased, bringing them 
to a level more than 25 percent 
higher than in 1969; funding for 
rural development reached the 
$2.8 billion level, double that of 
1969, while gross receipts from 
farm marketings and farm 
exports both reached record 
highs; help for the returning 
veteran was stepped up; with the 
Job for Veterans program 
moving into full swing in more 
than 400 cities and all 50 states 

It was a busy year according to 
White House sources, in which 
the pursuit of peace continued to 
command the administration’s 
determined attention. 

In Vietnam, the President was 
carrying out his pledge to end the 
American involvement in a way 
that would contribute to a larger 
and a lasting peace. By the year’s 
end, he had cut the number of 
American troops in Vietnam to 
less than a third of what it was 


when he took office, while the 
number of Americans killed in 
action has been cut from almost 
300 per week to less than 10 and 
he was able to announce on 
November 12 that the American 
offensive in ground combat role 
had ended. In mid-December, the 
number of killed in action during 
one week hit its lowest level since 
the first U.S. combat troops 
landed in 1965. : 

An initiative pursued by the 
President since his first days in 
office brought the dramatic 
announcement of his trip to Red 
China. Two months later, he 
announced his trip to Moscow. 

All in all, 1971 was a year of 
large conceptions, of daring 
innovations and of substantial 
progress... a year of bold action 
based on meticulous preparation. 
It was a good year, that promises 


much to follow. AMBROSE 
AMCHITKA? 
Washington (WCNS)—Dr. 


James R. Schlesinger, chairman 
of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission, says that the U.S. is 


planning ‘‘to phase _ out 
Amchitka,’’ the site of last 
November’s' controversial 


nuclear blast. 

Schlesinger, speaking in an 
exclusive interview with WCNS 
added that in ten years there 
could well be more advanced 
ABM systems...‘‘and not those 
represented by the Safeguard 
system. However, these are all 
dependent upon the success of the 
SALT talks. 

The A.E.C. chairman 
discussed the’ problems of 
disposing of radioactive wastes. 
He said that we may someday 
have to load these materials 
aboard spacecraft and _ shoot 
them into the sun, where they 
would disintegrate. | 

“Some people have thought of 
placing them (the radioactive 
material) on the moon,”’’ 
Schlesinger said, ‘but that’s not 
fair to the moon. The sun can 
take it, I reckon.” AMBROSE 


DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION...FRUITLESS? 


As Democratic National 
Convention times approach, 
many Democrats are wondering 
not about who their party’s 
Presidential nominee will be, but 
whether or not they will have a 
nominee at all. Many members of 
the Democratic party are afraid 
that due to irreconcilable 
differences among party factions 
and the resulting chaos in Miami 
Beach, the Democrats’ July 
convention will still be in session 
come November. 

In the words of one McGovern 
Reform Commission member, 
“Nixon could be elected by 
default, because the convention 
may be tied up for four months by 
credential challenges.”’ 

Whether this speculation 
becomes reality, of course, is 
only problematical. But there are 
numerous reasons why this 
year’s Democratic Convention 
could make their 1968’s debacle 
look like a picnic.

REP. HARRINGTON (D-MASS.) 
JOINS IN ARMY ILLEGAL 
SURVEILLANCE CHARGES 


RICHARD TURGEON 


U.S. Representative Michael J. 
Harrington pointed out last week 
in the Congressional Record, that 
the Army has engaged in “‘illegal 
and reckless surveillance which 
endangers the freedoms of us 
all.‘‘ The report, released last 
week, listed several 
organizations which the Army 
considered subversive plus 
instructions on their 
surveillance. 

“This information collection 
plan issued by the Army 
Intelligence Command is a 
blueprint for systematic 
clandestine monitoring of lawful 
democratic political activity by 
agents of our armed forces,” 
wrote Harrington. 

Among the list of organizations 
were the NAACP (National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People), ADA 
(Americans for Democratic 
Action), and SANE (National 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy). These are organizations 
formed 
America. Harrington said, ‘‘They 
have. long demonstrated a 
commitment to democracy that 
other organizations—in and out 
of Government—would do well to 
emulate.” 

In reference to the Army 
documents, Harrington 
commented: ‘‘It is a check list 
for surveillance which betrays a 
fundamental misunderstanding 
of the role of Government in a 
democracy, it is a document 
prepared by individuals who 
seem to regard political activity 
by American citizens as a danger 
to be monitored. : 

The Army claims that the 
surveillance has been stopped, 
but Harrington has little 
confidence in the mentality of 
those who could officially 
announce such a document that 
he could not be certain that the 
policy had been halted. If it had, 
he added, it was only through the 
media and several members of 
Congress who applied pressure 
on the executive branch. He 
concluded by stating that the 
documents with the reports from 
Senator Samuel Ervin’s 
subcommittee on Privacy that 
the Army spied on several 
political leaders make a 
horrifying picture of the degree 
to which our freedoms have been 
invaded. < 
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The Selective Service plans to 
resume induction of men into the 
Army on June 1 this year. It has 
announced a draft quota ceiling 
of 60. This means that any man 
whose twentieth birthday is this 
year and has been assigned a 


lottery number higher than 60. 


will not be drafted. It may be that 
not everyone with a number 
lower than that will be called. 
Men in extended priority will be 
called before the twenty-year- 
olds, except those who gave up 
their deferments (or lost them) 
more than. two hundred and 
seventy days before June 1. That 
is, before September 5 last year. 

Deferments which men might 
currently obtain, if they are 
eligible, include: 4-F, for 
physical, mental, or moral 


undesirability; 3-A, Extreme 
hardship; or (classifications, not 
deferments) 1-0 and 1-A-0, 
conscientious objection. 
Ministers, students at theological 
“seminaries, and medical 
students are still deferred. 

As the draft begins to affect 
fewer men it is all the more clear 
that it is unjust. There is little or 
no way left to evade conscription, 
not that there ever was. The 
present draft is unnecessary and 
is in effect only as a political 
move. There are presently more 
men in the armed forces than 
authorized by Congress, and 
some branches of the Army are 
letting men go early. The draft 
may seem to be fading away, but 
it will remain as a threat to every 
young man’s rights to freedom.

“Since the environmental issue 
has come of age, Earth Week can 
provide an opportunity to learn 
something about that issue,’’ said 
NWF - Executive Director

Stockholm, June 10-12. 

Due to the grass-roots 
emphasis of Earth Week ’72, 
there will not be a_ national 
headquarters. Interested persons 


and groups should contact

satisfactorily do that. Air and 
draft control systems in most 
incincerators, if they exist at all, 
are primitive—far from the 
modern design utilized by North 
American.

Because it 
is not a masterpiece of concrete 
and brick, it can be moved 
(except the foundation) to 
another location where further 
reclaimation is desired. The 
incinerators are built in units, so 
that units can be added if needed 
or taken away. 

John Forrest, the President of 
the NAIC, got the idea of a 
virtually pollution free 
incinerator some 12 years ago 
and has been dedicated ever 
since to his goal of providing 
communities with clean efficient 


and economical rubbish disposal. 
He isan intelligent man who 
had the keen insight to foresee 
the pollution problem before it 
came to a head. Communities 
have been reluctant to enter in 
contract with a private firm on 


this matter, but are now 
beginning to see that it is the best 
way. The first incinerator, 
according to Mr. Forrest, is 
being erected in East 
Bridgewater, Mass. 

The Architect’s designs 


illustrates the pleasing modern 
appearance of North American’s 
incinerator. It is not a monument 
or memorial, but an efficient 
operating plant, which (with a 
proper amount of space) can be 
located anywhere in the town or 
city and which can be as 
attractive as any municipally 
owned building. There are no 
unsightly smokestacks, and -no 
mountains of partially burned 
trash. There will be no parades of 
irate mothers, protesting the 
presence of deadly vermin, 
stench and filth. 


Rubbish and garbage brought 
to the plant will be dumped 
immediately into a. covered, 
sealed hopper, and moved into 
the most modern burning system 
available today, a system which 
thoroughly destroys all refuse, 
garbage and other burnable 
materials. 


The Road Beyond 495 


‘As everyone knows, the more 

roads and highways you have, 
the faster you can drive in and 
out of the city in your car. Now 
some people think that’s pretty 
important—more important than 
the houses which will have to be 
torn down, and the people who 
will have to re-locate, more 
important than the shrinking 
watershed area along the 
Haverhill section of Little River, 
more important than the noise 
and pollution that another 
highway connector will cause 
(after all, Haverhill has only four 
exits off 495, three of which lead 
into the downtown area). But 
some people want to drive right 
into downtown Haverhill from 
the highway, they don’t want to 
waste the minutes it takes to 
drive down Main Street from the 
upper Main St. exit, or the short 
ride down River Street from the 
110 exit, or the little longer 
entrance from Broadway. 

But how important is it to have 
another highway? Who will 
benefit? Now the planners tell us 
that downtown Haverhill is going 
to be some future metropolis with 
new buildings, apartments and 

g shopping areas. If so. all those 
who liked living in Haverhill 
because it .- blended city, 
residential, and country in a 
sometimes pleasing harmony 
had better plan on moving. 
When the planners are through, 
Haverhill will be one sprawling 
city of buildings and highways. 
Residential home construction 


organizations at the state and 
local level in order to make their 
own Earth Week plans. 


will spill over into Groveland and 
New Hampshire which will 
become mere _ suburbs of 
Haverhill, and the countryside as 
we know it will be only a 
memory. 

This is the prospect of our 
technological future for the city— 
expansion and development- 
wise. However much that seems 
inevitable, itis still and has 
always been a matter of choice. 
The city has always wished to 
expand, few if any have 
considered that there are in fact 
alternatives to indefinite growth. 
A few rare communities have 
begun to consider policies based 
in conservation and stabilization, 
rather than unlimited growth. - 
This idea may be perhaps so 


novel JI might list the 
possibilities : 
1. (the present tendency 


operative in the city) Unlimited 
growth. The idea is to grow as big 
as you can, developing any area 
as soon as some profit-making 
use is found for it. 

2. “Limited growth”, a more 
refined concept, would allow land 
development only in certain 
areas, festricting projects in 
protected areas. Zoning- 
ordinances somewhat resemble 
this theory, but here ‘‘limited 
growth’’ would be pursued in a 
city-wide basis such that even 
zones designated solely for 
industry might be limited for 
example to a 10 percent 
expansion limit within the zone. 


3. “‘Stabilization’’. The town or 
city might decide that it has the 
optimum population and_ size 
correspondent to its land and 
water resources. Thus no new 


development would be permitted 
unless to replace existing units 
which had worn out, or to replace 
them with more efficient. units. 

4, “Planned reduction’. The 
town or city might decide it has 
grown too large, such that it must 
borrow from _ surrounding 
communities in order to support 
itself. Such a community might 
ban any further increases, 
purposely seale down 
replacement construction, and 
phase out the less efficient and 
least desirable units. 


Three of these “‘plans’’ are 
dependent upon a community 
consciousness composed of 
people. capable of adapting 
themselves to the changes that 
have to be made. Only the first 
“plan’’ of unlimited growth 
seems at first sight to require the 
least amount of _ thought. 
However, as policies of unlimited 
growth continue, they will be 
more demanding and restrictive 
upon the people as the most 
severe possibilities of ‘‘planned 
reduction’’. It will force people to 
relocate, overcrowd, and adapt 
themselves not to situations 
which they have in advance 
thought out for themselves, but 
into unfamiliar and 
technologically novel situations, 
the value of which only the most 
optimistic will fail to question. 

As of this writing, the fate of 
the 495 connector lies with the 
outcome of a report due 
sometime in the next six months, 
being compiled by the firm of 
Edwards and Kelsy of Boston.

On Friday, Feb. 11, the 
Knights, sporting a 14-5 record, 
traveled to Middlesex for the first 
of a three-game road trip. The 
result was a 94-90 victory, led by 
John Bastian’s 24 points, 16 of 
them coming in the first half, The 
score was 42-37 in favor of 
Northern Essex at the half, but 
Middlesex bounced back in the 
second half to outscore the 
Knights 53-52. However, N.E.C.C. 
held on to win game number 15 
and the second in a row over 
Middlesex. 


The Knights’ chances of 
finishing in first place were 
virtually shattered on Feb. 16, as 
Mass. Bay continued their 
unbeaten string with an 85-78 
victory. The game was relatively 
close, as the Knights trailed by 
one point, 43-42 at half-time, but 
were outscored in the second half 
42-36. Despite the loss, N.E.C.C. 
outrebounded and outshot Mass. 
Bay 51-46 and 79-66, respectively. 
High man for the Knights was 
Bill Pare with 25 points. 


On Feb. 23, Northern Essex 
finished their road trip on a 
bright note with a 97-90 win over 
Bristol. Mike Horgan scored 22 
points and John Bastian 19, as the 
Knights won their second 
straight over the Bristol 
hoopsters. The Knights trailed at 
half-time 42-39, but outscored 
Bristol 58-48 in the second half en 
route to a 97-90 victory. 

The Knights. closed out the 
regular season with a 92-69 
trouncing of Massasoit on Feb. 25 
at the gym. Five Knights-were in 
double figures: Twomey, 
Horgan, Folk, Pare, and Bastian, 
to lead the team to victory. 
Northern Essex held a seven- 
point lead at half-time, 41-34, but 
it dwindled down to three at 50-47 
with 15 minutes left in the game. 
The Knights then went to work 
and within a span of 414 minutes, 
the lead was up to 14 points at 65- 
51. From then on it was.no contest 
as the Knights won going away, 
92-69. 


When asked what his comment 
on the game was, coach Wyson 
replied: ‘Fantastic.

The Knights advanced to the 
finals of the M.C.C.A.C. playoffs 
by virtue of an 81-77 victory over 
Springfield Tech. at Pittsfield on 
March 10.
